San Bernardino County will join 
ten other Southern California 
counties for representation on a 
raisin advisory board to regulate 
raisin surpluses in California. 

Three members will be nomi- 
nated to represent the district to 
regulate surpluzes under a_pro- 
jected federal marketing agree- 
ment. 

The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture announced yesterday that 
a series of meetings have been 
scheduled between August 1 and 
August 4 for the nomination of 
board members. 

22 Districts 

Thirty-six producer members 
and alternates will be nominated 
at the meetings. In turn, the 
board will nominate from its 
membership a 14-man raisin ad- 
ministrative committee to admin- 
ister provisions of the agreement.

Berlin Airliff 
Will Be Reduced 


By Easy Stages 


BERLIN () —+ American and 
British military governments an- 
nounced today the combined Ber- 
lin airlift will be reduced by grad- 
ual stages, starting next Monday. 

A ‘joint statement said: 

“In view of the favorable stock 
position in Berlin, it has been 
decided to reduce the airlift by 
stages, commencing Aug. 1, 1949.” 

The city has upwards of five 
months’ stcckpile of essential 
supplies, built up since the Rus- 
sians lifted their blockade May 12. 

Average 8,000 Tons 

The airlift, which once hit a 
peak of delivering almost 13,000 
tons in one day, haz been averag- 
ing 8,000 tons. The western sec- 
tors of Berlin have existed dur- 
ing the blockade on as little as 
3,000 tons, but need between 12,- 
000 and 15,000 for normal life. 

Road, rail and barge traffic now 
are bringing almost 20,000 tons 
daily. 

The joint announcement made 
it clear that the framework of 
the airlift would be maintained 
in such a way that it could be re- 
vized if any new blockade tactics 
were attempted.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Cali- 
fornie. needs Hawaiian pineapple 
to can with its fruit salad mix 
and State Agriculture Director A. 
A. Brock has written to Washing- 
ton, D. C. about it. ; 

Without pineapple, said Brock 


‘in a letter to Secretary of Agri- 


culture Charles F,. Brannan, the 
fruit pack will be reduced. He 
asked Brannan to do what he can 
to alleviate the Hawaiian dock 
tie-up so pineapple can be shipped 
to the mainland, 

“Our canners at this time nor- 
mally have a sufficient quantity 
of pineapple on hand for their 
usual canning season,” wrote 
Brock. “I am informed that many 
of them are short now of this 
product and unless they receive it 
there will be a tremendous loss, 
not only to producers of pine- 
apple, but to the producers of 
pears, peaches, grapes and other 
deciduous fruits in this country.”

LOS ANGELES (AP)—Against 
his doctor’s advice, gambling boss 
Mickey Cohen will leave the hos- 
pital late today to attend funeral 
services for a slain henchman. 

“I just gotta go,” the Dapper 
Mickey said. ‘‘These services are 
for his Los Angeles friends, and 1 
was his best friend. I want one 
last look at Neddie.” 

Edward (Neddie) Herbert died 
yesterday, eight days after he was 
shot in an attempted assassination 
of Cohen outside a Sunset boule- 
vard restaurant. Cohen was 
wounded in the shoulder. 

Horral Returns 

Meanwhile, return of ex-volice 
Chief C. B. Horrall from a Mon- 
tana vacation, to surrender to a 
grand jury perjury indictment, is 
expected by tomorrow. Four of his 
aides face similar charges, but all 
were still at work today. Police 
Chief William A. Worton said he 
hasn’t determined whether to sus- 
pend them, 

The body of Herbert will be sent 
to New York for burial.

UN Group Gives 
Up on Atom Job 


LAKE SUCCESS (AP)—Over 
Russian protests, the. United Na- 
tions atomic energy commission 
abandoned today all work on in- 
ternational control of atomic en- 
ergy until the Big Powers can 
agree on a plan. 

Consultations on the deadlock 
are set for August 9. The vote was 
9 to 2 (USSR. and Ukraine). 

Just before the final vote, at 
the end of a three hour session, 
Dr. H. R. Wei, of China, com- 
mission chairman, answered Rus- 
sian protests with a strong state- 
ment that the commission must 
tell the world that its assignment 
cannot now be carried out. 

“Time is running out,’’ Dr. Wei 
said, “the atomic armaments race 
is on. It is the duty of the com- 
mission to tell the world that the 
work cannot be done now.” 

He then said the consultations 
had been requested. They will in- 
volve the Big Five powers plus 
Canada, all of whom are directly 
concerned in the atomic problem.

HONOLULU (AP) — Hawaii 
may seek to end its 90-day dock 
strike by putting the territorial 
government in the _ stevedoring 
business. 

A special session of the Hawaiian 
legislature came out of a closed 


session late yesterday with senate- | 


house agreement on what it be- 
lieves is a precedent-smashing bill: 
government entrance into a strike- 
bound industry without seizing 
struck firms. 

The measure would simply em- 
power the territory to start its 
own stevedoring business, Hiring 
of any of the 2,000 striking mem- 
bers of the International Long- 
shoremen’s and Warehousemen’s 
union would be probhibited. So 
would use of the seven struck 
firms’ employes and equipment 
“unless necessary.”

‘New Aggressor 
Gives Sense of 
Urgency fo Plan 


WASHINGTON, (AP) 
The rise of “a new aggressor 
| bent upon absorbing the ex- 
hausted victors” of World 
War II has “givert’ a sense of 
urgency to our plans” for de- 
fense, Gen. Omar Bradley 
said today. 

The Army Chief of Staff testi- 
fied before the House Foreign Af- 
fairs committee in strong support 
of the administration’s plan to 
help arm friendly nations. 

He followed Secretary of De- 
ense Johnson who gave the com- 
mittee an estimated—which he 
emphasized was purely personal-— 
that the arms aid will have to go 
on for four or five years. At issue 
right now is a $1,450,000,000 pro- 
gram for one year. 

No More Troops 


Johnson also renewed the ad- 
ministration pledge that the 
foreign arms and plan does not 
mean that more American troops 
going overseas. 

Bradley told the committee: 

“In the place of the vanquished 
foe has arisen this new aggressor, 
bent upon absorbing the exgausted 
victors. The spectre of another 
would-be master attempting to en- 
slave our presently allied peoples 
has given a sense of urgency to 
our plans.”

Uses Charts 
Nathan’s presentation was load- 
ed with statistics presented to the 
fact-finders by means of large 
charts, 


“The annual rate of earnings of 
19 leading companies in the steel 
industry in the first quarter of 
1949,” he told the board, “were 
| approximately $800,000,000 after 
taxes, which were far above 1948, 
|nearly double the 1946-48 average, 
and two and one-half times the 
average of the wet years.” 

“The buying power of hourly 
rates of pay of production workers 
in the steel industry increased by 
; one-seventh between 1939 and 
1949, whereas productivity per 
man hour rose by 50 percent over 
the decade.

Assistance Program

program. The only United States 
personnel involved will be a strict- 
ly ‘imited number of technical and 
training specialists to assist and 
advise the participating coun- 
tries.”

Just 
what that destiny will be is worrying those who want to 
change it much more than those who would allow it to 
change by its own evolution. 


There are a great many facets to this problem. And it 
is a problem because at least one interest in the West 
[End has sought to make it the issue in a personal battle. 

But what of the issue of industry versus citrus in the 
West End? It is an issue. make no mistake about that. 
Sit in on the locai council and planning commission ses- 
sions and watch how the discussion and voting is 
tempered, 


One city official. Upland or Ontario, it doesn’t matter 
for the moment, will tell you frankly that the reason most 
citrusmen don’t want industry because it will raise wages 
in the groves. 


So that’s it, you say to yourself. But is it? 

If you were a GE worker, skilled or maybe just semi- 
skilled, would you want to work in a grove all day for 
considerable less pay? We don’t think so. Besides, 
picking oranges and making electrical equipment requires 
slightly different personalities, 


Then there’s another side to it. Citrusmen say high 
unionization will come with industrialization. But unions 
might enter the citrus industry directly—and soon. Citrus- 
men may not like to admit it but the territory is ripe for 
organization, _Watch and see what happens in the next 
few months. 


If you're a taxpayer you may or may not like indus- 
trialization according to your own economic views, You 
may like it because it will give something large to be 
taxed. -On the other hand, you may believe that greater 


industrialization will require more municipal services, 
therefore, more taxes. 
Then if you're in the newspaper business. industry

In making a plea before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
for approval of the administra- 
tion European arms program, the 
secretary pointed out that 
“throughout this struggle there 
ha; been in existence behind the 
Iron Curtain the greatest peace- 
time combination of military 
forces the world has ever known.” 
Then, a bit later, he said: 


Appeals to Minds 

“The fact is that the appeal of 
international communism is not, 
contrary to the self-serving as- 
sertions of the Soviets, an appeal 
to the minds of men. Interna- 
ticnal communism has made ‘its 
gain in Europe not by any intel- 
lectual or spiritual attractions, 
but by the threat that derives 
from the existence of large forcez, 
and the ruthless application of 
force wherever this has been 
necessary to achieve its objec- 
tives.” 

That strikes me as calling for 
a definition of “communizm.” 
The original communism of gen- 
eraticns past was a_beneficient 
ideology abolishing private prop- 
erty and establishing a social 
order in which it was one for all 
and all for one. 

Two Sections

This was exemplified in their 
successful revolution of 1917 when 
the czar was overthrown and 
“liquidated” with his immediate 
family. 

Since then, the Bolshevists have 
been in power in Moscow, first 
under Lenin and, for the past 
quarter century, under Stalin. 
Direct action and strong-arm 
methods have prevailed. That's 
what Mr. Acheson refer; to as 
“the ruthless application of 
force.” It is one of the cardinal 
tenets of communism as practiced 
by the present Bolshevist regime. 

Much in Common 


The original brands of com- 
munism and socialism of course 
had much in common. We get 
the reflection of this fact in the 
name of the Russian Common- 
wealth—Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. However, there's a 
wide breach between socialism 
and communism these days. 

Obviously international commu- 
nism does appeal to the minds 
of some men. It appeals to those 
who believe in bolshevism-—prog- 
ress by force. All students of the 
isms should study the distinction 
between old-time communism and 
bolshevism, and understand that 
they are two distinct breeds which 
in vital aspects are the antitheses 
of each other. \
